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Lines repaired; 
officials lift boil 
water advisory 

The City of West Liberty lifted its 
county- wide boil water advisory Satur- 
day and say the river bank cave-in that 
resulted in a major break in a 12-inch 
transmission line on Feb. 8 has been sta- 
bilized and line repairs completed. 

The line break near West Liberty left 
West Liberty without water for fire pro- 
tection for most of three days and city 
residents — and eventually many rural 
residents — without drinking water un- 
til Saturday when the boil water advi- 
sory was lifted. 

City and county employees worked 
around the clock to repair the break, only 
to experience another break in a nearby 
section of the line that runs under the 
river. Divers from Louisville were called 
in to locate and help replace the second 
break. Stabilization of the lines and the 
river bank was completed on Thursday. 

According to officials, the crisis cost 
the city more than $120,000, including 
the loss of treated water, materials, la- 
bor and overtime, and nearly $4,000 to 
secure the services of the divers. 

City officials praised all who helped 
during the crisis — volunteer fire depart- 
ments, the Red Cross, the County Res- 
cue Squad, county government, the 
county water district, Rifle Coal Co., 
which provided portable lighting at the 
break site, EKCC, which provided stor- 
age space for drinking water and deliv- 
ered it to pickup points, Risner Construc- 
tion, which was called in to help with 
line repairs and stabilization of the river 
bank.

$45 million in new road 
plan for Ky. 172 impvt. 



Projects for Morgan County totaling 
over $51 million were included in the 
state’s 2008 Recommended Highway 
Plan which was presented Feb. 13 to 
members of the General Assembly by 
the state Transportation Cabinet. 

The recommended plan contains all 
proposed Kentucky transportation 
projects through 2014. 

The new plan anticipates that $5.3 
billion in state and federal funding will 
be available over the upcoming six-year 
period — $1.03 billion less than the ba- 
sis for the last plan issued in 2006. 

The new plan anticipates “zero dol- 
lars” for new state-funded projects until 
late in fiscal 2010. 

For Morgan County, the plan allo- 
cates $45,310,000 for realignment and 
reconstruction of about 1 1 miles of Ky. 
172, from mile marker 2 to mile marker 
13, with design work on three of the sec- 
tors to begin in 2010. Completion of one 
sector of Ky. 172 — from mile point 
10.4 to mile point 13 — is scheduled for 
completion in 2010. 



A $5,030 million widening of the 
Mountain Parkway in Morgan County 
— from mile marker 59.248 at Insko to 
mile marker 67.4 — is included in the 
new plan with design work scheduled 
to begin in 2010. 

The $69,430 replacement of the Dev- 
ils Fork bridge on Ky. 7 1 1 is scheduled 
for completion this year. 

A $1,190,000 project to reconstruct 
and straighten a sector of U.S. 460 be- 
tween mile markers 1.6 and 2. 1 in west- 
ern Morgan is scheduled for design work 
to begin in 2010 with completion in 
2012. 

Also included in the new plan are 
$69,430 in bridge improvement funds 
for work scheduled to begin this year by 
Morgan County. 

The Transportation notes that growth 
in the Kentucky Road Fund has not kept 
pace with a 40 percent increase in the 
price of road-building materials since 
2005. In addition, the state portion of the 
new road plan includes projects that ex- 
ceed forecasted revenues by nearly $2 
billion.

Changes in the price for Priority Mail 
and Express Mail have not yet been an- 
nounced. 

The last postage increases by the 
Postal Service were in May 2007, when 
stamps jumped 2 cents and other rates 
went up significantly.

The two allegedly had altered 
sales documents and instrument 
displays of vehicles that had been 
sold to unsuspecting customers. 
McKinley was also charged with 
possession of marijuana and pos- 
session of drug paraphernalia.

Lawsuit filed in 
deaths pregnant 
Magoffin woman 

PAINTS VILLE — The father 
of a pregnant woman killed in a 
freak accident in Johnson County 
in January has filed a wrongful 
death lawsuit against a coal truck 
driver and the companies that 
operated the truck. 

The suit, filed by Brian Jones, 
who is the administrator of his 
daughter’s estate, seeks damages 
from the coal truck driver, Leslie 
Spence of Tomahawk, and M&R 
Trucking, Inc., of Salyersville, 
the company that owns the truck. 
Also named as a defendant is 
Rifle Coal Company, Inc., of 
West Liberty, which was in- 
volved in a joint venture with 
M&R. 

Brown’s daughter, Erica, 24, 
of Salyersville and her unborn 
child, and paramedic Christa 
Burchett, 33, were killed in Jan. 
22 when Spence’s loaded coal 
truck struck them as they stood 
behind Burchett’s ambulance 
along the shoulder of icy U.S. 
460. 

Brown’s lawsuit seeks com- 
pensation for the lost earnings of 




Erica Brown and her unborn 
baby, compensation for her pain 
and suffering, and funeral ex- 
penses. 

Burchett’s daughter has also 
filed a lawsuit seeking $10 mil- 
lion and a jury trial. 

Both lawsuits claim that M&R 
was in violation of inspection and 
maintenance standards for the 
coal truck and that the truck was 
traveling too fast for the icy road 
conditions.

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Can Casinos Salvage 
Beshear’s Decline?

FRANKFORT, Ky. — When 
Steve Beshear announced for 
governor more than a year ago, I 
drove across town to witness his 
return to the political scene after 
more than a decade. As he shook 
my hand and eyed me warily, 
perhaps remembering past cov- 
erage, I told him, “I’m no longer 
a proctologist, just a pathologist.” 

That was my way of telling 
him that I was no longer a re- 
porter, poking and prodding into 
all available nooks and crannies 
of a politician’s record, but 
merely a fortnightly analyst — 
especially in cases where things 
go wrong. And much has gone 
wrong for Beshear since he was 
elected in November: a historic 
budget shortfall, some early em- 
barrassments and the loss of po- 
litical capital in a special legisla- 
tive election. 

Now the new governor is in 
an epic political battle about ca- 
sinos, the outcome of which may 
well determine the course of the 
state for years to come. As you 
read reports and analyses of the 
intriguing politics of it all, re- 
member that there is much more 
at stake than the political stand- 
ing of Beshear or leading legis- 
lators. 

There is no question that the 
commonwealth needs a stronger 
revenue base and more respon- 
sible budgeting. The real ques- 
tions are about Beshear’s politi- 
cal and leadership skills, and 
about legislators’ sense of duty 
to the state and its future. 

The basic facts are these: Ken- 
tucky is a relatively poor state 
that needs a better educated 
workforce to compete in the glo- 
bal economy. That requires both 
public and private investment, 
the latter driven in part by public 
policy. Because the state’s tax 
base is relatively weak, lawmak- 
ers should be careful about tax- 
ing and spending too much. But 
after a court decision led to a big 
1990 tax increase that helped 
schools, the General Assembly 
and the last two governors have 
enacted irresponsible budgets 
that use one-time money for re- 
curring purposes. In the weak 
national economy, those chickens 
came home to roost, leaving the 
state with less money to spend in 
each of the next two fiscal years 
than the legislature appropriated 
for the current year. 

That leaves lawmakers with 
unpleasant options: higher taxes, 
also known as political 
kryptonite; a budget that cuts 
deeply into basic services and our 
landmark education reforms; or 
the widely unpalatable idea of 
casinos, which Beshear endorsed 
in his campaign and turned into 
formal, public proposals last 
Thursday. 

Most of the day’s major news 
coverage focused on the details 
and politics, and left out 
Beshear’s big-picture quote: “We 
face a financial crisis in this state 
that is damaging our ability to 
educate, protect and take care of 
our people.” 

Beshear has logic on his side. 
Kentuckians are spending an es- 
timated $1 billion a year at casi- 
nos in other states, most recently 
in West Virginia, where slot ma- 
chines were already allowing 
racetracks to have much bigger 
purses than Kentucky tracks. 
Horse racing and breeding make 
up the state’s signature industry, 
which is a key to our critical tour- 
ist trade. 

Many of us who didn’t vote 
for the state lottery, because of 
aversion to state-sponsored gam- 
bling, are open to casinos and 
their tax revenue because Ken- 
tucky can’t afford to leave itself 
in yet another uncompetitive po- 
sition — and because after 15 
years of talk about “expanded 
gaming,” it’s time to let voters 
decide it. Until the issue is off the 
table, long-term measures to se- 



cure the state’s tax base are likely 
to keep languishing. 

But in a big political battle, 
logic is often less important than 
skill, and so far Beshear and his 
team have not demonstrated the 
skill that will be required to win 
this uphill fight. That was dem- 
onstrated by Beshear’s first po- 
litical defeat as governor, which 
displayed weakness at a time 
when strength — and the image 
of it — are needed to get legisla- 
tors and lobbying interests on 
board his bandwagon. 

In a special election this 
month, Republican Brandon 
Smith of Hazard narrowly de- 
feated Democrat Scott Alexander 
of Hazard for the Senate seat left 
open by Lt. Gov. Daniel 
Mongiardo. Beshear and 
Mongiardo campaigned hard for 
Alexander, but he was a weak 
candidate and was undermined 
by former Rep. Roger Noe and 
other Democrats in Harlan 
County, which was cut up by 
House redistricting a few years 
ago and wants a hometown leg- 
islator. 

By the time Beshear got 
around to calling the election, 
Noe had already mounted a cam- 
paign for the party nomination. 
Then Beshear allowed the nomi- 
nee to be picked by four county 
chairs, not the precinct officers 
— whose voter-mobilization role 
is all the more important in a low- 
turnout election. 

The maneuver was designed 
to get the nomination for 
Alexander, who ran somewhat 
better than Noe in a party poll. 
Whatever advantage that indi- 
cated was negated by Noe, who 
told voters his party “rigged the 
election in the most dishonest 
way possible.” 

Just as Beshear was slow to 
prevent Noe’s rebellion, he was 
slow to propose the casino pack- 
age, and his talk of taking over 
the GOP-controlled Senate has 
probably made it more difficult 
for him to get the Republican 
Senate votes he must have to get 
the constitutional amendment on 
the November ballot. 

But first Beshear faces politi- 
cal problems in the House, where 
one of his foes in last year’s pri- 
mary election, Speaker Jody 
Richards, says the issue should 
go to the ballot but has mysteri- 
ously declined to sign on to the 
enabling legislation that lays out 
where and how casinos would be 
located. It will need some 
changes, including a county- 
population threshold for local 
referenda on racetrack casinos. 
Rep. Greg Stumbo of 
Prestonsburg, former House floor 
leader just returned via special 
election, signaled that when he 
said he opposed a casino at his 
hometown track. 

If Beshear can get the casino 
package through the House, the 
pivotal figure becomes Senate 
President David Williams, who 
probably doesn’t want to deal 
with the issue because he trea- 
sures unity in his Republican 
caucus. Williams ramped up his 
anti-casino talk Thursday, pre- 
dicting the package wouldn’t 
emerge from the House. That is 
wishful thinking, but Williams 
probably hopes it’s a self-fulfill- 
ing prediction, aimed at gutless 
House members. 

To win over such members, 
Beshear has to make it clear that 
the package is his sole priority, 
and that their relationship with 
him depends on it. He risks de- 
feat now and perhaps in 201 1 , but 
what’s more on the line is the 
state’s future.

Gov. Beshear proposes 
12 casinos, some rural 



If enabling amendment 
passes, question would 
be decided by voters 

Feb. 14 — Kentucky would 
have up to 12 casinos, some in 
rural areas, under legislation pro- 
posed today by Gov. Steve 
Beshear. The plan is being 
pushed by the state’s influential 
horse interests, mainly racetracks 
being hurt by competition from 
casinos in adjoining states, most 
recently West Virginia. 

Fleshing out his major plat- 
form plank of last year’s cam- 
paign, Beshear proposed a con- 
stitutional amendment to allow 
seven track-operated casinos in 
counties with tracks and five 
elsewhere, and enabling legisla- 
tion specifying the eligible coun- 
ties. 

Two tracks are, by definition, 
in rural areas — Franklin and 
Prestonsburg. Another, at 
Paducah, population 30,000, is 
also outside a metropolitan area. 
Tracks “could build off-site in 
their county ... subject to the ap- 
proval of a local legislative 
body,” writes Greg Hall of The 
Courier- Journal. One non- track 
casino would be allowed in ei- 
ther Laurel or Whitley counties, 
on Interstate 75 in southeastern 
Kentucky, a rural area. All other 
sites would be in metropolitan 
areas, though in some cases they 
might involve counties with 
many rural residents — such as 
Christian in southwestern Ken- 
tucky and Greenup at the state’s 
northeast corner. The reaction 
from rural areas was not favor- 
able, reports The C-J’s Joseph 
Gerth. 

A countywide referendum 
would be needed to approve a 
non-racetrack casino, which 
could prevent approval of one in 
socially conservative southeast- 



ern Kentucky. Passage of consti- 
tutional amendments in Ken- 
tucky requires a three-fifths vote 
of both the House and Senate, 
and majority approval of voters 
in a statewide referendum. Pros- 
pects for the Democratic 
governor’s proposal are dicey, to 
say the least (pun intended). 
Leaders of the Republican-con- 
trolled Senate oppose it, despite 
a state budget crisis that has left 
the state with less money to 
spend in each of the next two fis- 
cal years than the legislature ap- 
propriated for the current year. 
Whitley is the largest and east- 
ernmost county in the district of 
Senate President David Williams 
of Burkesville, who predicted 
that the plan would not even pass 
the Democratic-controlled 
House. 

Hall writes, “Tax proceeds 
from the new gambling would be 
divided with 50 percent for edu- 
cation; 20 percent to health care; 
up to $2 million for treatment of 
compulsive gambling; 3 percent 
to host jurisdictions and 5 percent 
each to support city and county 
programs, with 17 percent di- 
vided among other programs 
ranging from substance abuse to 
wildlife.” 

Beshear said that only a vote 
of the people will decide the mat- 
ter, which has hung over Ken- 
tucky politics for much of the last 
decade. 

Beshear said he will push both 
the amendment and the enabling 
legislation, but left open the op- 
tion of dealing with the enabling 
bill later after the amendment 
would be before voters. 

The amendment must be 
passed during a regular session 
in the year of a congressional 
election. The enabling legisla- 
tion, which requires a majority, 
could be passed at another time.

Hello from Judge Conley and 
staff. 

As you can see from last 
week’s column, we have a lot of 
mandated expenses and very 
little income. The same thing 
happened in 1993. That is when 
the county imposed the Insurance 
Premium Tax, which we are cur- 
rently paying 2% on our insur- 
ance bills. 

The county had no other form 
of revenue enhancement until 
2004, at which time I approached 
state government and asked for 
a pilot project for mowing the 
state rural roads. Since we 
mowed the county roads, it made 
no sense to me to drive up a state 
road with our mowing blades in 
the air in order to get to our 
county roads. So, I proposed that 
for a fee, we would drop our 
mower blade on the state road 
side and mow them on the way 
to the county roads. This made 
very good sense to state govern- 
ment, since it would give state 
and county government an op- 
portunity to work together. 

We are now in our fourth year 
of this project and are currently 
being paid $170,000 a year to do 
clear snow and to mow on se- 
lected state roads. 

Then in 2007, we changed the 
way that we collect on our solid 
waste program. This increased 
our income about $50,000 per 
year. Now, there is talk at the 
state level that this might be our 
last year for the snow and mow 
program. If this is taken away, it 
will take $170,000 per year out 



of our budget. I am working very 
hard to keep this contract in 
place. 

We have received several sug- 
gestions from the people of Mor- 
gan County about how to raise 
our revenues. However, state 
government controls us and the 
state will only approve about 
three different methods to in- 
crease revenue. We cannot vary 
from those. 

Next week, I will discuss with 
you something our state could do 
to help ease our budget problems.

Elliott property 
included in sale 
of E. Ky. acreage 

In December, Boone 
Parklands, LLC, a Colorado 
company, sold 47,686 acres of 
property in six Eastern Kentucky 
counties — including Elliott 
County — to Corrigan TLP, 
LLC, for over $32 million. The 
sale represented a $4.6 million 
profit for Boone Parklands, 
which had owned the property 
for eight months. 

The U.S. Securities and Ex- 
change Commission reports that 
the properties have been bought 
and sold by companies for sev- 
eral years and the transfers hun- 
dreds of pages in deed books in 
each county. 

Included in the price paid in 
the December transaction was 
$2.4 million for properties in 
Elliott County. 

According to newspaper ac- 
counts, the Corrigan company 
was represented by Molpus 
Woodlands Group, LLC 
(MWG), in the latest transaction. 
MWG, based in Jackson, Miss., 
is a timberland investment man- 
agement firm that acquires, man- 
ages, and sells timberland for cli- 
ents. 

Also of interest, the Kentucky 
Secretary of State’s Office re- 
ports increasing requests this 
year from mineral acquisition 
companies that are seeking to 
obtain copies of patent deeds to 
Kentucky lands. 



Hundreds of acres of Ken- 
tucky property are considered to 
be “ unknown” with unknown 
property owners and upon which 
no taxes are being paid.

A new private drug and alco- 
hol counseling firm is providing 
educational and treatment ser- 
vices to residents of Morgan and 
surrounding counties convicted 
on DUI charges, with an accred- 
ited administrator assessing cli- 
ents locally since last August. 

Recovery Road, Inc., located 
at 176 College Street, is owned 
and operated by Morgan County 
resident JoEllen Berry, M.A., 
C.A.D.C., of Caney, who recently 
returned to Eastern Kentucky fol- 
lowing an extensive counseling 
career in Clark and Madison 
counties. 

Berry, who has a master’s de- 
gree in counseling from Eastern 
Kentucky University and is a Cer- 
tified Alcohol and Drug Counse- 
lor (C.A.D.C.), said she wants to 
provide a convenient alternative 
for people ordered by the court 
system to participate in DUI 
counseling. 

“There is a lot of drug and al- 
cohol abuse in Eastern Ken- 
tucky,” Berry said. “Many times 
people with DUI convictions are 
ordered to take counseling, but 
the programs are either too far 
away or are held during work 
hours.

on clients’ needs,” Berry said. 
“The main objective is to stop 
substance abuse patterns in addi- 
tion to emphasizing the impor- 
tance of highway safety. The cli- 
ents and I set goals following 
their assessments and work to- 
ward them with individual treat- 
ment plans.” 

Approximately 32 people 
have been treated at Recovery 
Road, which is subject to regular 
examination by the Kentucky 
Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services’ Division of Mental 
Health and Substance Abuse, as 
well as the state counseling licen- 
sure board.

School Lunches: the Healthy Way 




For your school-age children, back-to- 
school often means back-to-cafeteria-food.

The snack bars are 
smaller than the meal replacement versions 
and provide an ideal solution to necessary 
snacks. 

5 Kids often like to be involved in helping 
* put together what they will be eating. 
So when you set up your lunch time 
"meal plan", make sure they play a role in 
what they will be taking to school for lunch. 
Besides, if they feel they helped, they may be 
more likely to eat what you send. 



Of course, food safety is a consideration, 
especially since kids are more susceptible to 
food-borne viruses. You may find it conven- 
ient to freeze juice boxes and place them in 
your child’s lunch bag or box. The juice cools 
the other foods and usually thaws to the 
proper temperature by the time the child sits 
down to eat lunch. For hot homemade soups 
- made with low-salt, low-fat broth and 
packed with vegetables and legumes - an 
insulated thermos with a cap/cup on top 
works well.

Summer pgm. for students 
with eye on medical careers 



LEXINGTON, Ky., Feb. 1 — 
Morgan County high school se- 
niors and college students inter- 
ested in pursuing careers as phy- 
sicians or dentists are eligible to 
participate in summer programs 
at the University of Kentucky 
offered through its Professional 
Education Preparation Program. 

The PEPP Scholars Summer 
Program, designed for students 
from medically underserved ar- 
eas, is open to high school se- 
niors. The PEPP II Medical and 
Dental School Preparation Pro- 
gram is open to students who 
have completed at least two years 
of college. 

Selected participants will stay 
on the UK campus, interacting 
with UK physicians and dentists, 
and participating in weekly hos- 
pital rotations, health seminars 
and other educational experi- 
ences. 

PEPP Scholars will take en- 
richment classes and learn about 
surgery and labor and delivery. 
PEPP II students prepare for the 
admissions process to medical or 
dental school and learn about sur- 
gery, labor and delivery, emer- 
gency medicine, pediatrics and 
outpatient surgery. Students inter- 
ested in careers in dentistry have 
rotations in the UK dental clin- 
ics, including oral/maxillofacial 
surgery and the dental emergency 
clinic. 

Seminar topics in both pro- 
grams include medical admis- 
sions, dental admissions, cancer, 
organ transplants, rural medicine, 
autopsy/pathology, trauma sur- 
gery, medical mission trips, gross 
anatomy lecture and lab, ethics, 
and compassion. Visits to area 
hospitals, camps for special- 
needs children, a psychiatric hos- 
pital, and a children’s hospital are 
included in the weekly activities. 
Recreational activities include 
sports, music, and dining out at 
restaurants. Eligible students 
who are selected to participate 
receive dormitory housing and a 
stipend for meals.

Columnist: Cloned food 
destroys valuable diversity 



Recently, the Food and Drug 
Administration made headlines 
when it unveiled a study that said 
most cloned food was safe. 
Verlyn Klinkenborg, the author 
of “The Rural Life” column, a 
farmer and a member of The 
New York Times editorial board, 
offers a thoughtful take in his 
Times column. 

“The real beneficiaries are the 
nation’s large meatpacking com- 
panies — the kind that would 
like it best if chickens grew in 
the shape of nuggets,” he writes. 
“Anyone who really cares about 
food — its different tastes, tex- 
tures and delights — is more in- 
terested in diversity than unifor- 
mity.” 

Klinkenborg argues that clon- 
ing destroys genetic diversity 
among animals, which once lost 
can’t be replaced. 

“As it happens, the same is 
true for anyone who cares about 
farmers and their animals. An 
agricultural system that favors 
cloned animals has no room for 
farmers who farm in different 
ways. Cloning, you will hear ad- 
vocates say, is just another way 
of making cows. But every other 
way — even using embryo trans- 
plants and artificial insemination 



— allows nature to shuffle the 
genetic deck. A clone does not. 

“To me, this striving for uni- 
formity is the driving and de- 
structive force of modern agri- 
culture. You begin with a wide 
array of breeds, a truly diverse 
pool of genes. As time passes, 
you impose stricter and stricter 
economic constraints upon those 
breeds and on the men and 
women who raise them. One by 
one, the breeds that don’t meet 
the prevailing economic model 
are weeded out. By the beginning 
of the 21st century, you’ve 
moved from the broad base of a 
genetic pyramid to its nearly van- 
ishing peak, which is to say that 
the genetic diversity present in 
the economically acceptable 
breeds of modern livestock is 
minute. Then comes cloning, and 
we leave behind all variation. . . 
Breeds of animals that are not 
raised die away, and the invalu- 
able genetic archive they repre- 
sent vanishes. This may look like 
a simple test of economic effi- 
ciency. It is really a colossal 
waste, of genes and of truly 
lovely, productive animals that 
are the result of years of human 
attention and effort.”

After the Senate passed the 
economic-growth package, with 
my amendment, the President 
signed it into law on February 13. 
It will have a significant impact, 
by injecting $152 billion back 
into our economy. 

And we proved that both par- 
ties can work together quickly 
and decisively on behalf of the 
American people. I’m hopeful 
that Republicans and Democrats 
can continue to work together in 
the months ahead to keep our 
country moving forward.

HOUSE WEEK 
IN REVIEW

Feb. 15 — To honor Abraham 
Lincoln’s 199th birthday anni- 
versary, the House of Represen- 
tatives and the Senate met in joint 
session Tuesday at the Old State 
Capital in downtown Frankfort, 
Kentucky. The Kentucky State 
University’s choir sang a re- 
sounding version of the “Battle 
Hymn of the Republic” and a 
resolution honoring our 16th 
president was read. It was a mov- 
ing celebration and a fitting trib- 
ute to Abraham Lincoln, remem- 
bered for his lasting influence on 
United States politics. 

Governor Beshear may need 
some of Lincoln’s political savvy 
to help pass his casino gaming 
legislation announced this week. 
The governor said Thursday that 
he will file legislation to support 
a constitutional amendment that 
would allow 12 casinos in Ken- 
tucky. This would include seven 
at existing racetracks and five at 
unspecified locations. The five 
free-standing casinos would re- 
quire approval from voters in the 
city or county in which they lo- 
cate. 

Gov. Beshear also proposed 
legislation that would implement 
the amendment requiring the five 
free-standing casinos to be lo- 
cated in Daviess County; Kenton 
or Campbell counties; Boyd or 
Greenup counties; Christian 
County; and Laurel or Whitley 
counties. 

Separate accounts would be 
established for support of racing 
and to further improve the vari- 
ous breeds of horses found in 
Kentucky. 

The governor said that his 
proposal could generate $600 
million a year in additional rev- 
enue for state government once 
all casinos are fully operating. 
The governor estimated that the 
fiscal impact of the proposed 
gaming legislation for fiscal year 
2009 from facility application 
and license fees would be ap- 
proximately $500 million. The 
estimated gaming receipts for fis- 
cal year 2010 would be approxi- 
mately $482 million with the 
majority of those receipts from 
license fees and wagering taxes. 

Horse tracks that could apply 
for a casino include Keeneland 
and The Red Mile in Lexington, 
Turfway Park in Florence, Ken- 
tucky Downs in Franklin, Ellis 
Park in Henderson, Bluegrass 
Downs in Paducah, and Thunder 
Ridge in Floyd County. 

The constitutional amend- 
ment would require a three-fifths 
majority in both the House and 
Senate, plus approval in a state- 
wide vote in November. Another 
bill that would spell out details 
would require a majority in each 
chamber. 

These are the governor’s pro- 
posals. It is now up to us to re- 



view the legislation and let the 
people of Kentucky decide. 

The House of Representatives 
worked diligently this week in 
committee and on the House 
Floor. House Bill 446, which 
passed by a vote of 94-1, would 
keep a governor from spending 
most of the state’s highway emer- 
gency fund during a gubernato- 
rial election year. Former Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher’s administration 
spent $65 million from the emer- 
gency fund between last July 1st 
and December 10th, leaving only 
about $307,000 to spend on high- 
way emergencies for more than 
half of the current fiscal year. 
House Bill 446 would require 
that no more than half of the 
Highway Construction Contin- 
gency Account be spent during 
the first six months of fiscal years 
when a gubernatorial general 
election is held. 

House Bill 368, which I spon- 
sored, is a bill that establishes 
unpaid leave for state govern- 
ment employees to attend parent 
teacher conferences if all appli- 
cable leave balances have been 
used. This bill will allow parents, 
who might have to miss those 
important meetings because they 
have no leave time left, the op- 
portunity to be present when the 
parent teacher meetings are 
scheduled. The bill also encour- 
ages non-state agencies and other 
private employers to adopt per- 
sonnel policies that promotes em- 
ployee participation in parent 
teacher conferences. House Bill 
368 passed the House by a vote 
of 86-0 and is now on its way to 
the Senate for consideration. 

The House Judiciary Commit- 
tee passed House Bill 367 which 
would strengthen Kentucky’s 
laws to protect children from 
online predators by making so- 
cial networking sites off limits to 
sex offenders; requiring sex of- 
fenders to register changes in 
email addresses; and creating 
searchable database of registered 
sex offender email addresses. 
House Bill 367 would also rec- 
ognize that stalking takes place 
in person and online and clarifies 
that it is a crime to transmit sexu- 
ally explicit images to a child via 
webcam. Both bills now head to 
the Senate for consideration. 

The state’s budget and the 
hundreds of bills being consid- 
ered by the House will be our fo- 
cus for the next 30 days as we 
head into the midpoint of the 
2008 legislative session. If you

Allowing more gambling 
would be irresponsible

Women Against gambling 
Expansion is fighting against 
those who want to take advan- 
tage of people in Kentucky, en- 
ticing them with the lure of easy 
money. 

Our fight begins by telling the 
truth and calling this a fight 
against expanded gambling, not 
gaming. Games are checkers and 
good basketball contests. Gam- 
bling involves money with more 
losers than winners. 

Kentuckians already have 
plenty of opportunities to 
gamble. And those venues have 
destroyed lives when gambling 
moved from entertainment to 
addiction for some participants. 

Do we really want to add slot 
machines, dubbed the “crack co- 
caine of gambling,” to the list of 
permissible activity in Kentucky, 
knowing the potential for harm? 

Six to 8 percent of gambling 
patrons are addicts. And addicted 
gamblers lose money they can- 
not afford to lose, money that 
does not go for rent, groceries 



and children’s needs. 

Studies show that gambling 
addiction rates double within 50 
miles of a casino. More addicted 
gamblers will mean more social 
costs. We already have to deal 
with the social costs of divorce, 
bankruptcy, suicide and crime, 
but all of these will go up with 
the addition of casino gambling. 

We will likely double the 
number of foreclosures if casi- 
nos come to Kentucky. The five 
Kentucky counties already adja- 
cent to casinos account for 21 
percent of our population but 39 
percent of foreclosures. That’s a 
foreclosure rate of 1 in every 202 
households. 

In the “collar counties” — 
that surround the contiguous 
counties, the foreclosure rate is 
one in every 246 households. 
The rest of Kentucky’s counties 
have one foreclosure for every 
515 households. That’s quite a 
difference. 

We do not want slot machines 
in Kentucky. Proponents have 
used the word limited , but we 



know what will happen over 
time. 

If expanded gambling — pri- 
marily slot machines — is al- 
lowed in a few places, the gam- 
bling industry will start hound- 
ing the Kentucky General As- 
sembly to allow it in other loca- 
tions. 

Do we want Kentucky to be 
another Nevada, where slot ma- 
chines are everywhere? Do we 
want the most vulnerable in our 
society to come out of the gro- 
cery stores and spend the last of 
their money in a slot machine? 
Or worse, stopping at the slot 
machine on the way in and never 
buying groceries because they 
fell prey to the lure of easy 
money? 

It is time to tell the truth about 
the cost of expanded gambling, 
which far outweighs the revenue 
it might generate for state gov- 
ernment. The costs in terms of 
crime, greater need for social ser- 
vices (already at a breaking 
point) and destroyed families is 
not worth the amount of addi- 
tional income expanded gam- 
bling would generate. 

Even in the unlikely event that 
expanded gambling does gener- 
ate $500 million a year, the po- 
tential harm to people in our state 



is not worth it. 

Kentucky is not a referendum 
state. This is not a “let the people 
decide” issue. Our state represen- 
tatives and senators are charged 
with looking at every aspect of 
the issues that we face and mak- 
ing decisions in the best interests 
of the state. 

If legislators approve a con- 
stitutional amendment to allow 
expanded gambling, they will 
have said, in effect, that “the most 
vulnerable in our state do not 
matter.” 

By putting such a measure on 
the ballot, the legislature will 
have voted to encourage people 
to be foolish with their money, 
because for state government to 
get $500 million in tax revenue 
from casinos, Kentuckians will 
have to lose $1,429 billion first. 
That’s $357.25 per person each 
year. 

And since not everyone 
gambles, it means a much larger 
amount for many — money that 
would be better spent on food, 
clothing, houses, health care and 
durable goods.
